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SERVICE TEST OF NEW 
FIELD ARTILLERY CARRIAGE. 


The Ordnance Department is making 
preparations for service tests of two types 
of carriages for divisional field artillery. 
Limited proving ground tests have been 
made of both types, but the department de- 
sires expression of opinion from the Ser- 
vice before proceeding further with the 
design of the new carriages. 

For this purpose two 75-mm. gun and 
one 105-mm. howitzer carriages, split trail 
of model 1920; one 75-mm. gun carriage, 
box trail of 1921 model, and one 105-mm. 
howitzer carriage of 1921, box trail, will 
be issued. 

The split trail carriage was designed to 
permit an elevation of 80 degrees and to 
mount interchangeably the 75-mm. gun 
and the 105-mm. howitzer. The two box 
trail types were designed for elevation for 
maximum range only. The split trail type 
permits a traverse of 30 degrees with gun 
or howitzer. The 75-mm. gun carriage, 
model 1921, permits 10 degrees traverse 
and the 105-mm. howitzer carriage, model 
1921, permits 8 degrees traverse.

Our Army is concerned in the naval, 
poison gas, and fortification agreements. 
The Naval treaty is the most striking, but 
not the most important work of the con- 
ference, as the political treaties alone made 
the naval agreement possible. If the po- 
litical treaties have not removed potential 
auses of war, the Naval treaty will merely 
transfer competition to fields which can 
not be covered by treaty. 

If the conference had abolished war ves- 
sls, the effect per se of the agreement 
would be that naval wars would be fought, 
a, in earlier times, by armed merchant 
ships and such war vessels as can be 
built after war begins. 

Causes of war cannot be removed by 
limiting armaments in time of peace. 
“Competitive armaments” are a result and 
asymptom, not a cause. The remedy lies 
in righting international political condi- 
tions; and to this task the conference ad- 
) Mmdressed itself. If we hear little hereafter 
of armament competition, if taxes are rTe- 
duced, and war clouds pass away, the 
eredit will go to the Naval treaty; and 
the political treaties will be forgotten, so 
prone are we to confuse cause and effect. 
By such reasoning, many ascribe our long 
pece with England to our agreement to 
disarm on the Great Lakes. 


Use of Gas Limited 


Treaty or no treaty, the use of gas will 

w limited for reasons which are generally 
werlooked. It may be noted that no 
cuntry likely to be the theater of war 
vil, if it is wise, begin to use gas, thereby 
imposing upon itself the burden of giving 
us protection to a considerable part of 
is civil population, in addition to its mili- 
fry forces; The invader has the initia- 
ive in using gas.. The Germans began to 
w it in enemy territory, when it ap- 
pared improbable that the battle lines 
wuld surge back into German territory. 
The Turks did not resort to gas and, as 
tt initiative rested with the English, gas 
ms not used in Turkey. The Germans 
vil never begin to use it along the Rhine; 
mr the French along the Aisne; nor the 
mericans along the Hudson, It is 
thoughtless of the Germans to plead in 
tir own excuse that the Allies intended 
ois gas warfare in their own territory 
mn 1915.

N this article Colonel Vestal analyses the results of the Con- 
ference for the Limitation of Armaments and draws the 
conclusion that America’s defense powers have been reduced. 
Colonel Vestal is well known as a student of international

It is extremely doubtful whether gas 
will ever be dropped from aircraft, as re- 
taliation is too easy and too effective. The 
Germans did not drop it from aircraft. 
If they had done so, it would have been 
impossible to confine its use to the battle 
lines in far away French territory; re- 
taliation for dropping it on French cities 
would have been inflicted on German 
cities; and the German civil population 
would have railed against the German high 
command for starting such a_ thing. 
Neither past history nor common sense 
justifies the belief that belligerents will 
try to outdo each other in dropping gas 
upon cities, villages, or battle lines. 


Sea Powers Agree on Gas 


Nations easily cut off from. rubber will 
hesitate to begin to use gas. Germany 
found that her enemies, having access to 
the world’s rubber supply, could protect 
their men better than she could protect 
hers. Countries having command of the 
sea Will therefore have the initiative and 
such countries, being dependent upon in- 
ternational public opinion in many ways, 
will not use gas. It is worthy of note 
that the five great sea powers have joined 
in the present treaty. 

It is not probable that gas would be 
used extensively in the tropics or sub- 
tropics on account of the discomfort of 
wearing impervious clothing, without 
compensating advantages to either side. 
Gas would be as unpopular with the 
troops as land mines on the Western 
Front. ‘This reason, in addition to that 
already suggested, may have influenced 
the belligerents in Turkey. 

The question has been raised whether a 
ccuntry facing defeat would be justified in 
using gas to save itself. The question is 
based upon a false assumption and is mis- 
leading. It presupposes that gas is a 
weapon with which a weak nation may 
cverwhelm a stronger. But, as we have 


seen, gas gives no advantage to a weaker 
pation, cut off from the outer world and 
fighting, perhaps, in its own territory, un- 
less, indeed, its enemies have been lulled 
into a false security by too great reliance 
upon self-denying treaties. No other 
preparation could be made secretly by an 
unscrupulous power with greater prospect 
of success. Such an enterprise is typical 
of what Germany has sprung upon her 
enemies at the outbreak of war, since 
1866. No nation should therefore neglect 
defensive measures against gas. 

The treaty very wisely does not prohibit 
such preparations. Gas has never been 
used except by violating a treaty; and, 
as the criminals have gone unpunished, 
the case against gas, as far at treaties are 
concerned, is infinitely weaker than it was 
on April 22, 1915. 

If the armistice had required the im- 
mediate punishment of the German war 
criminals, by the only method adequate to 
the crime, there would be no need of the 
new treaty, which can remedy only in a 
feeble way the failure to punish the Ger- 
man war criminals. This treaty ex- 
presses the general sentiment of mankind; 
but it may have disastrous effects if it 
leads nations, who would never begin the 
use of gas, to scrap their defensive prepa- 
rations. 


Compromise on Pacific 


The Pacific fortifications agreement is 
a compromise and should be considered as 
such rather than an exemplification of 
correct principles. When a nation chron- 
ically disarmed on land, as we are, relies 
upon its fleet to defend exterior posses- 
sions, no one will, or did until recently, 
find fault with fortified stations in the pos- 
sessions and a chain of naval stations con- 
necting them with the homeland. We 
have never objected to fcertifications in 
the British West Indies, nor at Halifax 
and Esquimalt, the gateways to Britain’s 
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North American possessions, nor in Ber- 
muda, the stepping stone between South- 
smpton and Britain’s naval in Oan- 
ada and the West Indies. Any objection 
against such measures of passive defense 
could have arisen only from our own spirit 
of aggression. 

The same reasoning applies to the Phil- 
ippines, and to Guam—which is unforti- 
fied. It is difficult to see how fortifica- 
tions in a region so weak strategically as 
the Philippines are a menace to anybody; 
or how the fortification of the stepping 
stones to the Philippines could be objec- 
tionable to anyone imbued with 
intentions. 

On the other hand, with the German 
army looming up behind the German fleet 
and naval bases, we opposed Germany’s 
desire for a fortified station in the West 
Indies. As it was not a stepping stone to 
any German possession, it could be looked 
upon only as a preparation for aggressions. 
By parity of reasoning, we are justified in 
objecting to the establishment of naval 
stations in the mid-Pacific area by any 
power which has no possessions upon this 
side of the Pacific. 


America’s Defense Lowered 


The conference aimed at making war 
remote and at reducing taxes by cutting 
dcwn overgrown armaments. Granting 
that causes of war have been removed by 
the political treaties, the fact remains that 
America’s defensive power has been much 
reduced. Herein lies the interest of the 
Army. What remains of the Army, when 
the depressive stage of the aftermath of 
war is passed, must be perfect in appoint- 
ment and almost of super-quality; for the 
task of preparing for war, which will fall 
largely to the Army, when the emergency 
arises, will never be as simple as in the 
past. 

The reduction of armaments has been 
made by the victors in the greatest war 
in history: If we survey -the future, it 
will be apparent that they are far more 
likely to be allies than enemies. They 
have merely scotched the snake, not killed 
it. In the last war their navies were 
barely sufficient to keep the sea lanes 
open. ‘Their late enemies must rejoice at 
measures which tend to place the van- 
quished upon a footing of equality with 
the victors. When the victors’ plan fur- 
ther drastic disarmament, they should turn 
their eyes toward Europe, where causes of 
‘war exist which cannot easily be re- 
moved by political treaties suci as have 
epparently removed the causes of war la- 
tent in the Pacific. 

The problem of the future lies in 
Europe.

made in that direction, The fact that the 
pay bill shows an economy in the budget 
has been a powerful weapon in their hands, 
and they have found ready listeners to the 
proposition. 

The developments in the War Depart- 
ment sub-committee of the Appropriations 
Committee of the House during the past 
week are apt to have an important effect 
on the fate of the Pershing bill, which is 
pending in the Senate and House Commit- 
tees on Military Affairs. This grows out 
of the consideration by the sub-committee 
of a legislative amendment under the Hol- 
man resolution, which would reduce the 
number of officers in the Regular Army. 

Under the limitation placed in Army 
Appropriation bill as now framed, in the 
sub-committee of the House Committee on 
Appropriations, the limit of number of 
ecmmissioned officers in the Regular Army 
is fixed at 11,000 and enlisted men at 
115,000 for the fiscal year beginning July 


1. The estimates submitted by the Direc- 
tor of the Budget have been reduced from 
$294,000 to approximately $250,000,000. 
Under the Holman resolution legislation 
which would reduce the expenses of the 
Government is in order when attached to 


the appropriation bill. It is stated that 
the sub-committee of which Representative 
Anthony is chairman proposes to go fur- 
ther in the reduction of ‘the number of 
Regular officers than is provided for in 
the Pershing bill. How far the committee 
will go in this direction has not yet been 
decided. 

When the friends of the Army learned of 
the plans of the Anthony committee they 
appealed to the members not to report out 
such a provision. of the Appropriations 
Committee, but to permit the Military 
committees, through the Pershing bill, to 
work it out on more scientific lines and 
with less hardship to the Army. 

With this situation developing, it is un- 
derstood that Chairman Wadsworth of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
plans to report out the Pershing bill as 
early as possible. It may come out early 
next week. As soon as the bill comes over 
from the Senate the House Committee on 
Military Affairs will take it up and en- 
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deavor to speed up its report. With this 
legislation pending’ before the Military 
committees it is believed that the Anthony 
committee can be persuaded not to deal 
with the subject in the Army appropria- 
tion bill. 

In the meantime, the friends of the Navy 
in both Houses are preparing to resist the 
efforts of the pacifists -to reduce the 
strength of the sea force below the Arms 
Conference ratio. In the Senate, on 
March 1, Senator Miles Poindexter of 
Washington, the ranking Republican mem- 
ber of the Senate Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee, opened up with a strong appeal for 
maintaining the Navy at the’ treaty 
strength, 

“We must trust in ourselves and keep 
our powder dry,” declared the Senator. 
He charged that “pacifism” in the guise of 
false economy is threatening to reduce the 
Navy to a “negligible” position. 

“With the limitations the treaty places 
upon us,” said the Senator, “our responsi- 
bility to retain a Navy equal to any other 
power of the world becomes greater. The 
pacifists would reduce the American Navy, 
if they had their way, to a negligible posi- 
tion—to 2, or even 1, in the equation as 
related to 5 on the part of Great Britain 
and 3 for Japan.”

Major John F. Wall, Cav., U.S.A., in- 
structor on duty with the National Guard 
of Idaho, had a long and interesting arti- 
ele on “Our Military Policy of To-day,” 
in the Pocatello (Idaho) Tribune of Jan.

REGULAR ARMY RECRUITING 
SHOWS BIG GAIN IN JANUARY. 


Recruiting for the Regular Army for 
January showed a net gain of 614 enlist- 
ments over December. The Coast Artil- 
lery, Field Artillery, Cavalry and Infan- 
try proved most popular, with an increase 
over December enlistments of 299, 222, 50 
and 24 respectively. 

The 8th Corps Area retains first place 
with a total of 1,164 enlistments, which is 
42 less than the total of the previous 
month. The 5th Corps Area jumps from 
fifth place for December to second place 
in January with a total of 928, a gain of 


273. The 2d Corps Area, which was in 
second place last month with a total of 
974 enlistments, moves to third place for 
January with 802, a loss of 172. The 4th 
Corps Area, which failed to place in the 
first six places during December, takes 
fourth place for January with 726 re- 
cruits, a gain of 289 over the December 
figure. For fifth place, the 3d Corps 
Area takes the honors with 706 induc- 
tions, which is a great improvement over 
the showing made in December, when the 
area failed to score in the first six places, 
gaining exactly 300 more over the Decem- 
ber figure. The 6th Corps Area dropped 
from third place in December with a total 
of 875 to sixth place during January with 
637 men to its credit, a loss of 238 enlist- 
ments.

CANNOT ELIMINATE OFFICERS 
WITHOUT SPECIAL LAY. 


When advised of the plans of the House 
Committee on Appropriations to limit the 
number of officers by amendment to the 
Army Appropriation bill, Chairman Wads. 
worth declared : 

“Congress cannot eliminate a single off- 
cer from the Army without providing some 
method like the Pershing bill for their 
separation from the Service. Even the 
stoppage of pay will not remove an off- 
cer from the Army.” 

It has been suggested in this connection 
that if an officer were not retired or elim- 
ineted through some legal process he 
could go into the Court of Claims and 
collect his pay. 


NAVY ENLARGES ELIGIBILITY 
FOR SPANISH CAMPAIGN MEDAL. 


The Secretary of the Navy has issued a 
general order which provides that 

“Eligibility for the Spanish Campaign 
Badge provided for in Special Order No. 
81 of June 27, 1908, is hereby extended 
to include all persons who were in the 
Naval Service not less than ninety days 
between April 20, 1898, and Dec. 10, 
1898.” ° 

Prior to 1918, no one who had not 
served in the “theater of operations” was 
eligible to receive the Spanish Campaign 
Badge.. The same act (July 1, 1918) that 
authorized the Mexican Border Medal! au- 
thorized the Spanish Campaign Badge for 
National Guardsmen who had served nine- 
ty days in Federal service during the Span- 
ish War. The ‘War Department in orders 
extended this to include the Army person- 
nel who had served outside the theater of 
operations. This latest badge order of the 
Navy, coming almost four years later, 
brings the Services on an equality of privi- 
lege as to Spanish War service recognl- 
tion.

PROPOSED PLAN FOR RETIRING 
OFFICERS TO REDUCE NAVY. 


A plan is being discussed in the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs for the reduc- 
tion of the commissioned personnel of the 
Navy. Under this plan, it is claimed that 
a sufficient number of volunteer retire- 
ments could be secured for a large reduc- 
tion. The plan would be carried out by 
a provision of the bill under which officers 
with thirty years’ service could have the 
privileges of retirement on three-quarters 
pay if they made application before July 
1, 1923. Applications made after that 
period would entitle the retired officers to 
ouly fifty per cent. of their active pay. 

The proposal is only in its formulative 
stage, and it is being suggested that in 
the event that there are not enough offi- 
cers ‘with thirty years’ service to carry 
out its purpose, the time covld be fixed at 
twenty-five years. In the same connec- 
tion, schemes for a more elaborate and 
broader graded retirement are being dis- 
cussed. 

Representative Padgett, the ranking 
Democrat on the committee, is in favor of 
reasonable legislation for the reduction of 
the expenses of maintaining the Navy, 
but he is not inclined to approve some of 
the radical and poorly digested proposals 
that have been discussed in the committee. 
He is not yet convinced that the treaty 
justifies any large reductions in the per- 
sonnel of the Navy. 





SECRETARY DENBY ANSWERS 
GOMPERS’S NAVY YARD QUESTIONS. 


A complete answer to Samuel Gompers’s 
fcurteen questions relative to the navy 
yards, which were submitted to the Navy 
Department, has been made by Secretary 
Denby. It is fully shown by the Secre- 
tary that under the terms of the arms 
agreement no other policy than that which 
is being pursued by the Navy Department 
is possible. The Secretary expresses his 
sympathy for the men that have been 
thrown out of work, but makes it plain 
that there are no funds available for di- 
verting theactivities of the Government 
yards to other lines. 

Incidentally, it becomes apparent that 
the only relief that can come to the un- 
employed navy yard workers is through ap- 
propriations by Congress, There is a 
great deal of work that is authorized by 
the arms conference in the way of build- 
ing auxiliaries, but under the present pro- 
gram of Congress there will be no immedi- 
ate appropriations for these. It would ap- 
pear that President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor should now 
appeal to Congress, and assist the avy 
Department in securing a treaty Navy. 


APPEAL FOR COMMISSIONING 
NAVAL ACADEMY FIRST CLASS. 
A strong appeal was made by Rear Ad- 
miral Henry B. Wilson, Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, on March 1 for 
the commissioning of the first class of the 
Naval Academy. Admiral Wilson made a 
splendid presentation of the subject to the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, and 
frequently, in response to questions from 
members of the committee, declared em- 
phatically that the time had not arrived 
when the country did not need a Navy. — 
The suggestion was frequently made in 
the usual indefinite way by members of 
the committee that with the ratification 
of the naval treaty there was no longer 
any danger of war. i é 
“That reminds me,” said Admiral Wil- 
son, “that President Wilson was elected 
on the issue ‘that he kept us out of war. 
I know that this was not definitely set 
forth in his platform, but everyone re- 
members how this slogan was taken up 
and how millions voted for Woodrow Wil- 
son on this assumption. In less than four 
months we were in the war.” 
Admiral Wilson declared the Navy 
needed the fine body of young men who 
will graduate from the Academy in June. 
He recommended that, whether they were 
commissioned or not, some provision 
should be made for conferring degrees 
upon the graduates. All other educational 
insfitutions gave degrees and, he argued, 
graduates of the Academy should be treat- 
ed in the same manner.

SHANKS BOARD CLOSES HEARINGS 
ON PROMOTION READJUSTMENT. 


After hearing more than a hundred wit- 
nesses on various plans proposed for the 
readjustment of promotion, the Shanks 
board has closed its hearings and is now 
studying the communications _ received 
from the Army on the subject. The shuf- 
fling of name cards of officers in the grades 
from major down has been completed and 
this work on the upper grades is about 
half way through.

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Pay Bill Js Reported 
in Senate and House 


Senator Wadsworth in the Senate and 

Representative McKenzie in the House 
on March 2 introduced the Service Pay bill 
and submitted a joint report upon the 
ineasure. In urging its passage the re- 
port declares that the bill provides for 
~~ “Most scientific pay system yet de- 
vised. 
_ The immediate reduction of $13,039,217 
in the budget and an ultimate annual say- 
ing of $28,669,997 are emphasized. After 
renewing the circumstances under which 
the Wadsworth committee was created, 
the report outlines the general policy of 
the bill by declaring that: 

“It provides for (a) reduction in the 
total cost of the 1923 budget estimates 
with readjustments of pay in such man- 
ner as to give special aid where it is most 
required. It should be remembered that 
the budget is based wpon the present tem- 
porary pay. 

“(b) Adoption of a schedule which will 
reasonably compensate officers and men of 
the Services for rank, responsibility and 
leugth of service and at the same time so 
arrange it as to offer a promising career to 
young men entering in the lowest grades. 

“In view of pending legislation to re- 
cuce the military and naval establish- 
ments, it is important that any new pay 
schedule should be so drawn as to provide 
reasonable remuneration to such person- 
nel as shall remain. It doubly 
essential if these services are to become 
numerically smaller that their personnel 
shall be maintained at a point of high effi- 
ciency. 

“(e) To establish a parity of pay in all 
of the Services concerned. 

“(d) To introduce an element of pay 
which shall, within a fixed maximum vary 
automatically with the cost of living. 

“(e) To do away with petty allowances 
and multiplicity of accounts and thus to 
simplify and cheapen administration.” 


PERSHING BILL TAKES OUT 
LESS THAN 880 OFFICERS. 


General Pershing, in a hearing before 
the Senate Military Committee on Feb. 25, 
west into the details of the bill (S. 3113) 
to reduce the officer personnel of the Reg- 
ular Army. 

General Pershing explained that five 
months after the passage of the bill no 
promotions below the grade of brigadier 
general would be authorized that would 
increase the number of officers above 12,- 
002. The total of the commissioned per- 
sonnel of line and staff on Dec. 31, 1921, 
was 12,882, or 880 more than the bill will 
permit. As there has been a considerable 
reduction since Dec. 31, the number of offi- 
cers to be removed from the active list un- 
der the requirements of the bill will be 
considerably less than 880. 

In the grade of colonel on the promo- 
tion list the decrease would be from 
to 494, or 98. In the grade of lieutenant 
colonel the decrease would be from 670 to 
555, or 115. The number of officers in 
the grade of major would be cut from 
2,222 to 2,044. or 178. The captains would 
be reduced from 4,451 to 4,095, or 356. In 
the lieutenant grades the number would 
be increased from 3,087 to 3,189, or 102. 

In the Medical Corps the number of col- 
onels would be reduced from to 40; 
lieutenant colonels from 95 to 87; majors 
from 492 to 452, and captains from 495 
to 455. The number of lieutenants would 
drop from 21 to 19. 

In the Dental Corps the colonels would 
be reduced from 8 to 7; ileutenant colonels 
from 15 to 13; majors from 68 to 55; cap- 
es 143 to 126, and lieutenants from 

to 8. 

In the Veterinary Corps there would be 
no reduction in the number of colonels, 
the number remaining at 4; lieutenant col- 
onels would be reduced from 7 to 6; ma- 
jors from 17 to 15; captains from 26 to 
24, and lieutenants from 104 to 95. 

In the Medical Administrative 
the number of captains would be reduced 
from 51 to 45, the lieutenants from 87 


to 76. 

In the Chaplains Corps the number of 
colonels would be reduced from 11 to 10; 
the majors from 7 to 6; the captains from 
42 it 37, and the lieutenants from 
to 


COLONELS AND LIEUT. COLONELS 
WILL APPLY FOR RETIREMENT. 

If the personal letters that are being 
received at the War Department are any 
indication of what will happen if the Per- 
shing bill becomes a law, there will be 
wholesale Lyre nen for retirement from 
colonels and lieutenant colonels with from 
twenty to twenty-five years’ service. It 
will not be necessary, it is said, to elimi- 
pate any officers from these grades by the 
classification process, if all the applica- 
tions for retirement, under the terms of 
the Pershing bill, are approved by the 
Secretary of War. An indication of a de- 
sire to retire comes from some of the most 
brilliant overseas commanders and most 
efficient officers in the Army. j 

‘Under the terms of the Pershing bill, an 
officer with twenty-five years’ service would 
be entitled to retire with three-fourths 
pay. If there should be war these officers 
would be in demand and could return to 
active service, 
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Equipment U.S. Army 


In reéent marches of various units of 
the Regular Army to their stations equip- 
ment carried by the men and that drawn 
by animals was carefully studied. A sur- 
vey of the equipment carried by the men 
was published in these columns in a pre- 


vious issue. 
The animal-drawn transportation failed 


to come up to the heavy demands made 
upon it in many details and suggestions 
have been made to remedy these defects. 

It was found that the maximum load 
of an escort wagon of 3,000 pounds, drawn 
by four mules, is safe only when hauled 
over good roads. In attempting to drive 
their load over sandy or muddy roads the 
animals quickly tire and the wagon is 
stuck. : 

Officers who have had experience, both 
in peace time and in war, are of the opin- 
ion that the escort wagon should be de- 
signed so that its maximum load should 
not exceed 2,500 pounds, and it is stated 
that a still more desirable load would be 
a limit of 2,200 pounds, which would place 
the gross load on an equality with the 
weight of the team (four mules). Sug- 
gestions have also been made that in re- 
designing the escort wagon the cubic con- 
tents should be so reduced that it would 
be impossible to put on a greater load. 
Infantry regiments now kave a much 
larger personnel than they had in 1915, 
which greatly inereases the load to be car- 
ried. 

The combat wagons stood up very well 
under the tests, but they will carry only 
a fraction of the ammynition which is pre- 
scribed in Tables of Basic Allowances for 
the rifle and machine gun companies. It 
is suggested that a revision of these tables 
should be made so that the peace allow- 
ance of ammunition for the combat train 
shall be made smaller than that pre- 
scribed for war. The communications 
equipment, which is a part of the combat 
train, and weighs 929 pounds, should be 
earried separately, it is said, in a light 
two-mule vehicle. The belief is expressed 
that a light spring wagon, or trailmobile, 
would answer this purpose until the recon- 
naissance car is perfected. 

It is held that ration and water carts 
are really not needed for peace strength 
companies. Until replaced by motor trans- 
portation, a supply should be kept accessi- 
ble for war needs. In cases where they 
are necessary, such as along the Mexican 
border, provisions should be made to sup- 
ply them. 

Men in an Infantry company, in addi- 
tion to the clothing they wear, carry from 
62 to 74 pounds. The War Department 
says this load severely taxes the strength 
of the average man. A decrease of four 
pounds, represented in the shelter tent 
halves carried by the men, if these were 
carried on the ration carts would add 
much to the efficiency and morale of a 
command. The shelter halves of a war- 
strength company of men, complete, 
weigh 835 pounds, and the capacity of a 
ration cart is between 600 and 900 pounds. 

That the rolling kitchen is essential to 
efficiency, and has proved its worth, is not 
disputed. The bad features in the design 
of the rolling kitchens brought out dur- 
ing the marches can be easily remedied. 

It has been found that the present ma- 
chine gun carts carry too heavy a load. 
Some officers express the opinion that a 
cart should be assigned to each platoon 
headquarters and one to company head- 
quarters. Space that is not required for 
platoon and company headquarters equip- 
ment, it is said, should be utilized for 
carrying ammunition, which would greatly 
relieve the present overloaded ammuni- 
tion carts. The weight that is carried by 
a battalion combat train totals 14,792 
pounds, or an average of 2,958 pounds for 
each wagon. This load should be reduced 
1,500 pounds or the addition of another 
wagon should be made. 

When the study has been completed, 
recommendations made and carried out, it 
is believed that much of the dissatisfac- 
tion over the performance of vehicles dur- 
ing marches will be eliminated. The great 
wastage of animals during the war, it is 
thought, was due to the overloaded wag- 
ons and the lack of sufficient forage.

Officers and men and other patrons of 
the Quartermaster Corps Sales Stores 
will benefit by the continued drop in boot 
and shoe prices.

in America by you Americans; if you open 
the great book of the history of the war, 
you will find there priceless elements for 
study which you will be able to discuss 
and which will furnish you, with very few 
alterations, with the formula which must 
be adopted in the future. 

If you follow your troops in France by 
means of the histories of your armies, army 
corps, divisions and regiments you will 
have elements of study for the conduct of 
large and small units to include the com- 
pany. Your study will be full of life and 
truth for the reason that you will find in 
these histories the always so diverse ind 
unexpected conditions of war. 

Once more, my dear General Reilly, be- 
lieve in my best wishes.

ATLANTIC FLEET ATHLETICS. 


Supplemental to the vigorous schedule 
of training being carried out by the men 
and ships of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, now 
in Cuban waters on its annual winter

Admiral Hilary P. Jones. A special effort 
will be made to develop pulling and sail- 
ing race boat crews and to encourage gen- 
eral interest in boating.

The struggle for the fleet baseball cham- 
pionship has been arranged with the fol- 
lowing elimination games: Between ships 
of the Battleship Force, between the U.S. 
S. Black Hawk and teams of the destroyer 
divisions, between vessels of the Train, 
between the Shawmut and teams of the 
mine squadrons, between the Savannah 
and Bushnell, of the submarine squadrons. 
Each one of the five surviving eliminations 
will, if practicable, play a series of two 
or more games with the remaining four 
teams and the championship will be de- 
cided on percentage won and lost. 

As the deed of gift of the Atlantic Fleet 
championship pennant restricts the hold- 
ing of this trophy to battleships, additional 
baseball trophies have been provided for 
ithe destroyer and mine squadrons and the 
train.

Trotzky threatens war in case the com- 
ing Genoa conference should not result 
satisfactorily for Russia. On occasion: of 
a review of the Moscow garrison he de- 
clared that “it is necessary for the prole- 
tariat to be ready to face a blow in the 
spring, if such a situation should be forced 
upon us.” 

In view of the possible operations sug- 
gested by Trotzky during the coming 
spring, Soviet military preparations in 
the Caucasus are of especial interest. A 
special Caucasus army has been formed 
and a military base is being established in 
Transcaucasia. Two army groups have 
been organized, one in the direction of 
Anatelia and the other on the Northwest 
Persian frontier. ‘ 

The object of these preparations appears 
to be to bring pressure on the Turkish 
Nationalists with a view to forcing them 
into alliance with Moscow in the event 
that an unfavorable outcome of the pros- 
pective Buropean conference should lead 
to military operations. It is, however, 
without doubt an aim of the Soviet govern- 
ment to re-enter into the contest for the 
leadership of the Pan-Islamic movement 
from which Russia has for the past six 
months or more been to a considerable ex- 
tent eliminated, leaving the field to Great 
Britain and France, the principal contest- 
ants in the present situation. 


The Near East. 


According to Constantinople dispatches, 
Simko. the insurgent Persian Gade. has 
captured Tabriz and threatens the over- 
throw of the Persian government. The 
Persian gendarmerie, under the command 
of Swedish officers, is reported to have 
been unable to check the insurgents’ ad- 
vance. Riza Khan, who, about a. year 
ago, at the head of the Persian Cossacks, 
effected the coup d’état placing the pres- 
ent government in power, has taken the 
field against Simko. 

A demand, amounting in effect to an 
ultimatum, has been delivered to the 
Greek government by the French Foreign 
Office, calling for the immediate release of 
the French steamer Espoir, captured by 
2 Greek destroyer off the coast of Asia 

inor. 


The Far East. 


Hankow reports of Feb. 21 are to the ef- 
effect that Sun Yat Sen’s forces have be- 
gun their long-heralded advance against 
the Northern government. Leaving Kwei- 
lan, they are reported to be moving into 
Hunan province with the object of taking 
Wuchau and Hankow. The Hankow dis- 
patches state that Wu-Pei-Fu has ordered 
his troops to advance from Yochow to 
Changsha. Sun Yat Sen is said to have 
the support of the pro-Japanese Anfu 
clique, whom Wu-Pei-Fu expelled from 
control of the Peking government about a 
year and a half ago. What forces, if any, 
the Anfuites are bringing to the field ‘is 
not clear, but it would appear that they 
are endeavoring to create disaffection in 
the provinces in Wu-Pei-Fu’s rear. 

Wu-Pei-Fu’s forces are reported to be 
disposed as follows: 

The main body of 40,000 troops is at 
Yochow, 122 miles from Hankow on the 
‘Hunan border, under Chang Fu Lai. 
These are chiefly Chihli troéps and are of 
excellent character. There are 40, 
troops at Ichang, 265 miles from Yochow, 
under Gen. Sun Chuang Fang, for the 
purpose of frustrating a threatened at- 
tack from Szechwan. These are partly 
Chihli troops and well trained, having 
served in last year’s battles. here are 
20,000 at Loyang, Hunan. province, or 
placed along the Peking-Hankow railway. 
They are formed so as to prevent a rear 
attack by Chang T’so-Ling or to squelch 
disorders in Peking. 


Egypt. 


British sources deny the accuracy of 
the press dispatches quoted in these col- 
umns of Feb. 4, relative to the ‘situation 
in Egypt. According to these sources, 
events since the outbreak of recent disor- 
ders are summarized as follows: 

From Dec. 22 to Dec. 31, last, the —_ 
casualties in killed and wounded in the 
disturbances were 31 and 79, respectively, 
and since that date no disturbances of any 
sort have taken place in Cairo. Demon- 
strative flights were made over the coun- 
try on several days during December, but 
only with the object of calling attention to 
the existence of the air force. No air- 
craft have ever been employed to disperse 
riotous gatherings. 

Since the above mentioned disturbances 
three murders or attempted murders of offi- 
cials and British soldiers have been com- 
mitted in Cairo. A British railway offi- 
cial was killed on Dec. 30 and an Egyp- 
tian railway official was wounded on Jan. 
5, and a British warrant officer was fa- 
tally wounded on Jan. 15. 

The Egyptian police and Egyptian army 
have been compelled during the present 
year to disperse gatherings on two occa- 
sions. On Jan. 14 at Shandawil the cas- 
ualties were three killed and five wounded, 
and on Feb. 7 at Esh Shuada the casual- 
ties were one killed and four wounded. 
The above action was taken under the or- 
ders of the Dgyptian authorities, without 
reference to the British military authori- 
ties, in the interests of law and order.

BRIG. GEN. WARD REVIEWS 106TH. 


The 106th (23d N.Y.) Inf. was re- 
viewed in its armory in Brooklyn on Feb.

GEN. HARBORD REVIEWS 13TH N.Y. 


Major Gen. James G. Harbord, U.S.A., 
Deputy Chief of Staff, in reviewing the 


13th Coast Artillery, N.Y.N.G., under 
Col. Sydney Grant, in its armory in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., on the night of Feb. 


21, together with more than 1,000 vet- 
erans of foreign wars, paid high tribute to 
the 13th and also to the war veterans. 

General Harbord in some remarks to 
the officers of the regiment at a dinner in 
the armory, previous to the review, said 
that the Regular Army, due to continu- 
eusly changing Congressional action, did 
not know whether it was “on foot or on 
horseback,” and even the National Guard, 
he said, may suffer, unless Congress passed 
the necessary appropriation for National 
Guard purposes. The General pointed out 
that unless the money asked for was ap- 
propriated the present policy to expand 
the National Guard would have to 
stopped. 

Colonel Grant first met General Har- 
bord while he was serving at La Rochelle 
and La Pallice, France during the World 
War. In introducing the General, the 
Colonel praised the ular Army officers 
and the efforts of the latter to assist the 
National Guard, and stated that the rela- 
tions of himself and his officers with them 
had always been of the happiest and most 
beneficial description. 

Over 1,000 soldiers, sailors and marines, 
representing ninety-eight posts of the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars, were formed in line 
facing the active regiment to witness the 
review and massed near the reviewing 
stand when the colors of seventy-four 
posts, while the American and allied colors 
were draped around the galleries. Gen- 
eral Harbord presented a number of 
medals to the veterans and made a special 
address to the marines of Belleau Woods 
Post, praising their gallantry in France.

FUNCTIONS OF CHIEF OF MILITIA

G.O. 6, Jan. 31, 1922, War Depart- 
ment, issued this week, and which appears 
under our Army head, defines the func- 
tions and duties of the Militia Bureau and 
of the department and corps area com- 
manders, relative to the National Guard.

WASHINGTON. 


In announcing the removal of The Ad- 
jutant General’s office of the state of 
Washington from Seattle to Camp Lewis, 
American Lake, Brig.

“Five adjutants general held office in 
Seattle during the thirteen years the state 
military headquarters was located in that 
city. The headquarters was first moved 
ty Seattle in April, 1909, by Gen. Ortis 
Hamilton because of the crowded office 
space in Olympia. General Hamilton was 
succeeded almost immediately by Col. 
George B. Lamping, as adjutant general, 
who held office from May, 1909, to Janu- 
ery, 1911, when he was succeeded by Ma- 
jor Fred W. Liewellyn, now of the Regu- 
lar Army. Major Llewellyn served as ad- 
jutant general until May, 1914, when he 
was succeeded by Brig. Gen. Maurice 
‘Thompson, the present adjutant general. 
In March. 1918, General Thompson went 
into the Federal service and Col. Harvey 
J. Moss was placed at the head of the 
state troops. owever, on Jan. 1, 1 
soon after his discharge from the Federal 
service, General Thompson was again 
wnede adjutant general.”

INCOME TAX RETUENS. 


To THE EpiTor: 

The attached letter from the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue will perhaps be of inter- 
est to officers of the Army and Navy in 
connection with their income tax returns. 

In submitting the return for 1920 I 
listed mileage received during that year as 
income and deducted a larger sum for act- 
ual traveling expenses. The bureau later 
required a tax on this excess, holding that 
officers traveling under orders could not 
charge more for traveling expenses than 
the travel allowance. The collector of 
internal revenue in Baltimore forwarded 
my protest to the bureau and, as stated in 
the letter enclosed, the commissioner sus- 
tained my contention. 

While the amounts involved are gener- 
ally not large, they mount up when pro- 
tracted or frequent absences require lodg- 
ing at hotels and other unusual expendi- 
tures, and I know of no easier way to 
earn an honest dollar than to keep track 
of them and mark them off on the tax re- 
turn. This is the more noticeable if one’s 
income edges into the surtax. 

In the case in question I am submitting 
a claim for the excess tax I had to pay.

“In reply, your attention is invited to 
Article 292, Regulations 45, and Income 
Tax Mimeograph 2688. Under the provi- 
sions contained therein, if a trip is un- 
dertaken for business purposes, in the in- 
stant case under orders, the reasonable 
and necessary traveling expenses, includ- 
ing railroad fares, and meals and lodging 
in an amount in excess of any expendi- 
tures ordinarily required for such pur- 
poses when at home, are deductible. Ac- 
cordingly, the amount expended by 
in 1920 for traveling expenses, including 
railroad fares, and meals and lodging in 
an amount in excess of the expenditures 
ordinarily required for such purposes when 
at home, is deductible, regardless of 
whether such amount was in excess of 
travel allowance by the War Department. 

“Under Sec. 214a (1) of the Revenue 
act of 1921 traveling expenses (including 
the entire amount expended for meals and 
lodging) while away from home in the 
pursuit of a trade or business are de- 
ductible.

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The Press on Army Reduction 


N reporting a lecture on the Arms Con- 
I ference given by William Howard 
Gardiner, one of the directors of the 
Navy League, the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL on Feb. 25 made the statement that 
there already was a civilian reaction 
against further reduction in the Navy. 

The same sentiment in regard to reduc- 
tion in the Army is being reported from 
all parts of the country. Various news- 
papers have reprinted articles and edi- 
torials from the AnMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL outlining the needs of the Army and 
protesting against radical reduction. Some 
of the most influential publications in the 
nation are now coming out with emphatic 
editorials warning the politicians in Con- 
gress to keep hands off the military and 
naval establishments. 

The following extracts from editorials 
are typical of those published by other pa- 
pers opposed to reduction in the Army. 

Under the heading, “Unpreparedness a 
Very Expensive Luxury,” the Manufactur- 
ers’ Record of Baltimore says: 

“It is the fashion to elaborate the enor- 
mous savings which result in dollars and 
cents from unpreparedness. 

“Unpreparedness never saved this na- 
tion or any other a five-cent piece. Busi- 
ness men, wishing to economize on prepar- 
edness, changed Carthage from the Mis- 
tress of the Mediterranean into moulder- 
ing ruins on a desert. The refusal of 
Dutch business men to keep up the Dutch 
navy put the seas at England’s mercy. 
The money this nation saved in 1914-1915- 
1916 by declining to make ready for the 
great war cost us in 1917 and 1918 double 
and treble, in money and lives, what the 
expenditure otherwise would have been. 

“We welcome any honest and sincere 
agreement among the nations for the elim- 
ination of prodigal naval competition, but 
we reject as a menace to our security and 
our property the absurd contention that a 
dollar not spent on preparedness is a dol- 
lar saved.” 


Political Fences First 


In commenting on the sorry spectacle 
of Congress trying to “play both ends 
against the middle,” the San Antonio 
Light, on Feb. 21, said: 

“It is becoming increasingly apparent 
that members of Congress are taking 
greater counsel of their own political wel- 
fare, as they see and measure it, than of 
the general welfare of the nation, whose 
interests, with them, should be paramount. 
Professing a desire to economize, on the 
one hand, that they may gain the votes 
of the ‘common people,’ they are, on the 
other hand, proposing enormous expendi- 
tures. The lawmakers have worked 
themselves into a frenzy over the project 
of ‘economizing’ in another field. They 
would reduce the Army to a point far be- 
low that which the Administration’s mili- 
tary advisers have fixed as the mark of 
national safety. ‘They would disrupt the 
plans of the nation’s military experts, and 
by cutting down appropriations make it 
impossible to train the young men of the 
country for future emergencies. 

“If Congressional advocates of still fur- 
ther reduction of the Army have their 
way, civilian training camps throughout 
the country will most likely if not surely, 
fail to materialize. There will be no funds 
for this sort of preparedness; there will 
be barely enough to maintain the Regular 
Army, inadequate as it may be. ag 


Fair Play for the Army 


The Omaha Bee, under date of Feb. 24, 
in a plea for fair play for the Army, says: 

“Tf the nation is to preserve an efficient 
military establishment on a peace basis, 
the result will be accomplished better by 
giving to the men who are in the Army 
Some assurance that their service is ap- 
preciated. So long as disturbing announce- 
ments come from Washington, emanating 
from Congressmen who are looking more 


for personal than for general benefit, that 
long the men who wear the uniform will 
be uneasy and incapable of giving their 
best attention to the business they have in 
hand, . 

“No army in all the world is more effi- 

ciently officered than that of the United 
States. Critics talk glibly of young men 
having lately entered the Service, of rapid 
promotion, and all that, overlooking the 
conditions under which these young men 
took on the duty they have assumed. . 
The suggestion that Congress penalize the 
young men in the Army by reducing their 
pay below the level for the grade will, it 
is estimated, effect a saving of $4,000,000, 
but how will the American people stand, 
after employing one of these young men, 
inducing him to give over his other pros- 
pects in life, then to cut his pay because 
he is not a veteran in the Service. Chees- 
paring can be carried too far.” 


Army Still Has Friends 


Other leading newspapers opposed to a 
reduction in the size of the Army are the 
New York Times, New York Tribune, 
Boston Transcript, Washington Post, 
Washington Herald, Chicago Tribune, 
Chicago Daily News, Kansas City Star 
and the Hearst newspapers. 

The leading editorial in the Mansfield 
(Pa.) Advertiser of Feb. 8 is an indica- 
tion of the sentiment among country edi- 
tors, who are generally conceded to be 
“safe and sane.” The editorial, in part, 
says: 

“The pendulum of a clock swings back 
and forth with a regularity. So it 
is in human life that public opinion swings 
back and forth with much the same regu- 
larity. . . 

“We've been thinking about the attitude 

of some people regarding war and the 
armies and navies of the nations. Jt is 
but a natural consequence of war that the 
people should wish to do away with all 
war machines and all that remind them 
of war. The pendulum has swung from 
the extreme of doing all they can to win 
a war to doing all they can to lose one. 
. “The war left the United States with an 
Army of about three million men and very 
soon the ery came for demobilization. 
There was considerable fighting in Con- 
gress and governmental circles as to just 
what should be considered the end of de- 
mobilization. . . . 

“The figures were finally set at 175,000 
and the matter was supposedly setiled. as 
this was considered about as low as a na- 
tion like ours could safely go in the re- 
duction of their Army organization. But 
it scems that a pacific element is urging a 
still further reduction in the Army, and 
that they made themselves heard during 
the Arms Conference. But in the sup- 
port that they received we have a good er- 
ample of the carelessness of thought of 
some people. 

“It is all very well to preach that the 
United States should set an example in 
disarmament, especially when she kas 
called a conference on the subject, bat 
those agitating it should be able to dis- 
cern when that example of disarmament 
is being set, because, in the matter of an 


Army, the United States was already 
showing the world what disarmament 
means. With a standing Army of only 


175,000 men we should have invited the 
world to match us, and not agitate a plan 
of stripping ourselves bare and letting the 
rest of the world get a chance at our hide. 

“Back in 1916 we read a little para- 
graph that always stuck in our crop. A 
Canadian paper was speaking of the news 
sent out from Washington that the U.S. 
Army of 150,000 would be mobilized on 
the Mexican border, and the further com- 
ment that “in these days we did not know 
that 150,000 men were considered an 
army.” 

“An Army of that size is not an Army 
in the sense of being a war machine. It 
is hardly sufficient for self-protection and 
for taking care of the property that com- 


mon sense tells us we need to keep in 
shape for emergencies. 

“While we appreciate the advantages of 
disarmament, yet we have always been an 
advocate of preparedness as a matter of 
insurance. In their talk of disarmament 
the Americans should take European na- 
tions for a starting point, rather than the 
United States, which has always been 


noted for its small Army and only recently - 


has stepped again to the front in the mat- 
ter of a Navy.” 


Always Selfish 


NEWS dispatch of the past week 
A states that the chairman of the 
Naval Base Committee of the 
Retail Merchants’ Association of San 
Francisco has sent a long telegram to the 
Secretary of the Navy protesting against 
the removal of various naval activities from 
San Francisco. This is but one of many 
similar telegrams, messages and other ef- 
forts to prevent the War and Navy De- 
partments from carrying out the most log- 
ical plan, considering the interests of the 
country as a whole, for effecting the econ- 
omies forced on the departments by the 
limited appropriations and limited forces 
which Congress has seen fit to allow. 

The San Francisco protest is quite in 
line with Mr. Gompers’s complaint about 
diminishing the number of men employed 
in navy yards. Mr. Gompers, the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists state 
that they support with all their strength 
the disarmament proposals which have 
been written into treaty form. At the 
same time they don’t want “this blessing 
to all humanity visited upon the heads of 
those who have rendered such excellent 
service to our government and to our peo- 
ple as a punishment.” 

The people to whom they refer are not 
the officers and enlisted men of the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps who risked their 
lives for the country, but the civilian em- 
ployees of navy yards. The San Fran- 
cisco Retail Merchants’ Association, Mr. 
Gompers and many others are now alarmed 
and ready to act vigorously to protect 
their selfish, special interests. 

Mr. Gompers’s attitude towards the 
question of national defense, as a whole, 
and his readiness to join in disarmament 
programs are well known. It would be in- 
teresting to know the personal viewpoints 
and activities of the various members of 
the Retail Merchants’ Association in con- 
nection with the disarmament question. 
Do any of them belong to or have sympa- 
thy with the scurrilous campaign now be- 
ing carried on to reduce the Army and 
Navy by the National Council for Reduc- 
tion of Armaments? . Do any of them or 
their wives belong to any of the different 
associations and clubs which make up this 
so-called national council? 

The Army and Navy have already been 
reduced below the strength which is neces- 
sary for their efficiency. ‘The conditions 
under which officers and men have to live 
are not, on the whole, satisfatcory. 

Too many Congressmen are ignorant of 
and indifferent to the real purposes for 
which the Services are maintained. But 
they are very much alive to the wishes of 
their constituents. If every civilian or- 
ganization affected by the cutting down 
of the appropriations for the Services is 
to be listened to, the Navy will soon con- 
sist of nothing but naval stations and the 
Arm} only of skeleton organizations used 
to cut the grass and furnish the police de- 
lice details necessary to the maintenance 
of various Army posts and stations which 
each community insists upon keeping. 

The amended National Defense act has 
given the United States of America, for 
the first time in its history, a real mili- 
tary policy. The appropriations neces- 
sary to carry out that policy, insofar as 
the Regular Army, the National Guard, 
the Reserve Forces and the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps are affected, are not 


excessive. They must be spent, however, 
in carrying out the policy, and not to fa- 
vor selfish interests. 

The Navy as it stands to-day is really 
far below the Hughes program laid down 
in the Arms Conference. It needs every 
cent available to maintain its fighting effi- 
ciency and its personnel. If money must 
be saved, local selfish interests must go. 

The last war caused loud complaints 
about the Regular Army and the Navy 
and their apparent lack of war efficiency. 
The Army and Navy cannot be efficient if 
they are not given the means to be effi- 
cient. The day has come, and more than 
come, when every National Guardsman, 
every Reservist of any of the Services, 
every civilian interested in the welfare of 
the United States should put his foot down 
and say that this dangerous disarmament 
of the United States has got to stop, and 
that the forces which we do keep must be 
maintained at the highest state of fight- 
ing efficiency and morale. 





Britain Retains Naval Efficiency 


T is illuminating to contrast the rea- 
| sonable naval economies recommended 

recently in England by the economy 
committee, of which Sir Erie Geddes is the 
head, with the ill-advised slashes in the 
American budget advocated by some of 
our radical Congressmen. 

The British are considering only what 
reductions can be made without decreasing 
the efficiency of their navy. With our rad- 
icals the issue is merely one of saving 
money, without special regard to the pres- 
ervation of the Navy as an instrument of 
national defense, or to its conference 
value. ‘ 

The Geddes committee reports that the 
cerrent estimates for man power in the 
navy are on a lavish scale, and can be 
reduced by 33,000 without interfering with 
the manning of the fighting ships of the 
navy, from capital ships to submarines. 
It is further of the opinion that the shore 
establishments can be greatly reduced, 
since they are larger than before the war, 
when their navy was smaller than at pres- 
ent. ; 

The American Navy, on the cther hand, 
has been trying to “carry on” during the 
past year with 20,000 men less than are 
required for the ordinary peace comple- 
ments of personnel. 

Now Congress appears to be seriously 
considering a still further drastic reduc- 
tion in the personnel, which, if effected, 
will reduce by half the value “f the Navy 
as a fighting organization. ‘alk is heard 
of 80,000 and even only 50,060 men in 
place of the present limit of 100,000. 

On such a basis it would take the Navy 
several years to mobilize at full strength 
to meet an emergency call. 

The national security is too great a mat- 
ter to tamper with in this way. 

It should be remembered that it was the 
size of our Navy that made the siccess of 
the Washington Conference possible. If 
we had had only a small Navy it is doubt- 
ful whether the other nations wovid have 
even accepted our invitation to confer on 
limiting armaments. But if so, diplomatic 
talk would have been the on!y result.

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TENTATIVE NAVAL RESERVE BILL 
READY FOR SUBMISSION. 


The tentative Naval Reserve bill which 
will be submitted by the Navy Depart- 
ment to the Naval Reserve Association, 
which convenes in Washington March 13, 
makes the Naval Reserve “a component 
part of the United States Navy.” As far 
«fr possible, the Navy Department has en- 
deavored to follow the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act, which designates the Army of 
the United States as composed of the } 
Regular Army, the National Guard and* 
the Organized Reserves. In fixing the pay 
for the new Naval Reserve, the Navy De. 

rtment has followed the National Guard 
aw, but under the proposed bill the Na- 
val Reserve will bear about the same re- 
lations to the Regular Navy as the Organ- 
ized Reserves do to the Regular Army. 
- i following is the essential text of 

e : 


A bill to provide for the creation, organ- 


ization, administration and maintenance of a 
Naval Reserve. 
Sees. 1 and 2 abolish the U.S. Naval Re- 


serve Force and U.S. Marine Corps Reserve 
and establish in lieu thereof and as compo- 
nent parts of the U.S. Navy and Marine 
Corps respectively a Naval Reserve to consist 
of the Fleet Naval Reserve, Merchant Marine 
Naval Reserve and Volunteer Naval Reserve, 
and Marine Corps Reserve of two classes cor- 
responding to Fleet Naval Reserve and Volun- 
teer Naval Reserve. Members of the forces 
to be abolished whose status is not otherwise 
specifically established by the act are trans- 
ferred to the Volunteer Naval Reserve or Vol- 
unteer Marine Corps as the case may 7 

Sec. 3 repeals all acts relating to these Re- 
serve forces which are inconsistent with this 
act. 

The Naval Reserve. 

Sec. 4. The Naval Reserve shall be com- 
pesed of citizens who, by appointment or en- 
listment therein, or by transfer thereto, obli- 
gate themselves to serve in the Navy in time 
of war or during a national emergency de- 
clared by the President. 

Sec. 5. Appointments, promotions, enlist- 
ments and changes in ratings in Naval Re- 
serve and transfers to classes therein, unless 
otherwise provided in this act, shall be made 
in accordance with regulations. In time of 
peace no officer or. enlisted man of Naval Re- 
serve shall be discharged except upon own re- 
quest or for sufficient cause in discretion of 
Secretary of Navy. In time of war or na- 
tional emergency officers and men shall be 
subject to separation therefrom in same man- 
ner as from Regular Navy. 

Officers appointed or transferred to Naval 
Reserve shall be commissioned during pleas- 
ure of President, in grades or ranks not above 
lieut. comdr., with exception of a small per- 
centage of officers to be prescribed by Secre- 
tary of Navy who may be required in higher 
grades or ranks for recruiting, organization, 
administration, training, inspection and mo- 
bilization of Naval Reserve, who may be com- 
missioned commander and captain. 

Enlistments in Naval Reserve shall be for 
four years; may be extended one, two, three 
or four years. 

Secs. 6-7. Officers and enlisted men of Na- 
val Reserve may be ordered to active duty 
in time of war, or national emergency, and 
may be retained on active duty throughout 
war or until the emergency ceases, but in 
time of peace shall not be ordered to active 
duty except with own consent. When on ac- 
tive duty, training duty, or wearing a uniform 
prescribed for Naval Reserve, shall be subject 
to Navy laws, regulations and orders. 

When on active duty, other than training 
duty; shall be entitled to same pay and allow- 
anees, including longevity, as officers and men 
of Regular Navy, similar grade and service. 

Sec. 8. Upon commission or transfer to 
Fleet Naval Reserve an officer shall be paid 
clothing gratuity of $100 and thereafter. addi- 
tional $50 completion each four years’ service. 
In time of war, or national emergency a spe- 
cial clothing gratuity of $150 to officers, all 
elasses Naval Reserve; or on report for active 
duty. 

Enlisted men of Nayal Reserve shall 
furnished uniform and equipment. + 

Sec. 9. Any officer or enlisted man of Na- 
val Reserve injured in line of, duty while 
performing active duty, training duty, or vol- 
unteer training duty, shall be entitled to all 
benefits prescribed by law for officers or en- 
listed men of Regular Navy injured in line of 
duty. 

See, 10. In time of peace, officers of Naval 
Reserve shall take precedence among them- 
selves and with other officers of Naval Ser- 
vice, in their respective grades, according to 
dates of their commissions. When mobilized 
with Regular Navy for war or other national 
emergency officers of Naval Reserve shall 
take rank after junior officer of their respec- 
tive grades in Regular Navy on date of such 
mobilization. When once inducted, in time of 
war, or other national emergency, into Regu- 
lar Navy, they shall, for duration of war or 
national emergency, thenceforth be advanced 
end promoted, same as prescribed for officers 
of Regular Navy. 

The Fleet Naval Reserve. 

Sec. 11. In time of peace, except as is 
herein otherwise provided, officers and enlisted 
men of Fleet Naval Reserve shall be required 
to perform prescribed training duty not to 
exceed fifteen days annually, and’ shall receive 
therefor same base pay, transportation, and 
subsistence as officers and enlisted men of 
corresponding grades, ranks and ratings in 
Regular Navy. : 

Upon own application, approved by direction 
of Secretary of Navy, they may be given ad- 
ditional training duty, either with or without 
pay, but no officer or enlisted man shall be 
entitled to pay for less than fifteen continu- 
ous days’ training duty unless he specifically 
applies for such duty with pay, and such ap- 
plication is approved, or unless he is duly or- 
dered to .training duty for fifteen days, or 
more, and is relieved under competent orders 
before completing period specified. When such 
additional training duty is performed afloat by

efficers or enlisted men they may be furnished 
subsistence in kind or commutation at rate to 
be fixed by Secretary of Navy. Flying duty 
carries Regular Navy increase. 

Sec. 12. Officers below lieutenant command- 
er and enlisted men of F.N.R. attached to a 
division thereof, as prescribed by Secretary 
of Navy, when not on active or training duty, 
shall receive one-thirtieth of monthly base pay 
of grade, rank or rating for attending, under 
competent orders, each regular drill, or other 
equivalent instruction, as may be prescribed 
by Secretary, which pay shall be exclusive of 
any pay to which they may be entitled by rea- 
son of having performed active duty or train- 
ing duty. No pay for more than five drills or 
other equivalent instruction in any one month. 

Officers of F.N.R. below lieutenant com- 
mander not attached to division of Fleet Naval 
Reserve, shall receive not more than four- 
thirtieths of monthly base pay of their grade 
or rank each month for satisfactory peuloem- 
ance of appropriate duties assigned by direc- 
tion of Secretary of Navy, under prescribed 
regulations. 

Officers of F.N.R. regularly assigned and 
commanding divisions of Fleet Naval Reserve 
shall receive at rate of $240 per annum, in ad- 
} ag to pay received for drills and training 

uty. 

Officers of F.N.R. above lieutenant shall re- 
ceive not more than $500 per annum, exclu- 
sive of pay received for active duty and 
training duty: Provided, That they perform 
such duties during year as may be prescribed 
by Secretary of Navy. 

Sec. 13. Officers of F.N.R. shall be honor- 
ably discharged or transferred to Volunteer 
Naval Reserve when they reach following ages 
in grade or rank: Lieutenant commander and 
below 50 years, commander 55 years, and 
captain 60 years. 

Sec. 14. Secretary of Navy may require any 
person hereafter enlisting in Regular Navy to 
obligate himself to serve four years in PNR. 
wen completion enlistment period in Regular 
Navy. 

Upon completion enlistment period in Regu- 
lar Navy men so obligated shall be assigned to 
F.N.R. for four-year period, unless they ap- 
ply for re-enlistment or extension of enlist- 
ment in Regular Navy. 

Men so assigned to F.N.R. for four-year 
period will not, in time of peace, be ordered 
to active duty, except with own consent, and 
shall be under no obligation to perform train- 
ing duty or drill during that period, but shall 
be paid annually $25, unless with own consent 
they become attached to a division of F.N.R., 
in which case they shall receive pay as herein 
specifically provided. 

Enlisted men of Regular Navy so assigned 
to Fleet Naval Reserve. or who, within four 
months from date of discharge from Regular 
Navy upon completion of a four-year enlist- 
ment, enlist in Naval Reserve, may while so 
in Naval Reserve be permitted to re-enlist in 
Regular Navy in which case they shall be en- 
titled to same benefits as if enlisted in Regu- 
lar Navy within four months of last discharge 
therefrom. 

Enlisted men of Regular Navy whose first 
enlistments are dated subsequent to approval 
of this act may only be transferred to F.N.F 
upon completion of at least twenty years’ na- 
val service and thereafter shall be paid at 
rate of one-third total pay they arer receiving 
at time of transfer. 

All enlisted men so transferred to F.N.R. 
shall be entitled upon completion of thirty 
years’ service, including naval service and 
service in F.N.R., to be transferred to retired 
list and shall receive one-half of total pay of 
their ratings. 

Enlisted men heretofore transferred to F. 
N.R. established by act of Aug. 29, 1916, as 
heving had sixteen years or twenty or more 
years of naval service shall, upon approval of 
this act. be automatically transferred to F.N. 
R. herein created, at rate of pay they are 
then receiving. All enlisted men so trans- 
forred to F.N.R. may, upon own request, upon 
completing thirty years’ service, including na- 
val and F.N.R. service, be placed on retired 
list with pay they are then receiving plus al- 
lewances to which enlisted men of same rat- 
ing are entitled on retirement after thirty 
years’ naval service. 

Enlisted men of less than sixteen years’ 
naval service who are in F.N.R. on date of 
this act are automatically transferred to F.N. 
R. for balance of their enrolment at rate of 
pay then receiving. Enlisted men so trans- 
ferred who had enrolled in F.N.R. within 
four months from date of discharge from Rez- 
ular Navy, and who hereafter re-enlist in 
Regular Navy within four months from dis- 
charge from F.N.R., shall be entitled to same 
benefits as if they had re-enlisted in Regular 
Navy within four months of last discharge 
therefrom. 

Enlisted men serving in Regular Navy date 
this act, or. discharged therefrom, re-enlisting 
in Regular Navy within four months from date 
of discharge, or serving in F.N.R. on date of 
this act, in an enrolment entered into within 
four months from date of discharge from 
the Regular Navy and hereafter re-enlist in 
the Regular Navy within four months from 
the date of discharge from the Fleet Naval 
Reserve, shall be entitled to transfer to F.N. 
R. on completion sixteen or more years of 
naval service and when so transferred shall 
be entitled to receive. for less than twenty 
years’ naval service, pay at rate of one-third 
base pay received at time of transfer. plus 
all permanent additions thereto, and for 
twenty or more years of naval service, pay at 
rate of one-half base pay received at time of 
transfer, plus all permanent additions thereto. 

All enlisted men so transferred to*F.N.R. 
may, upon own request, upon completing 30 
years’ service, including naval and F.N.R. 
service, be placed on retired list with pay 
they are then receiving plus allowances to 
which enlisted men of same rating are en- 
titled on retirement after 30 years’ naval 
service. 


Officers U.S.N.B.F. Now on Duty. 


Sec. 15. Officers of U.S. Naval Reserve 
Force on active duty on date of approval of 
this act shall be retained on active duty with 
pay as officers of the US.N.R.F. until notified 
hy Navy Department of their appointment in 
Naval Reserve. or discharge from U.S.N.R.F. 
No officer of U.S.N.R.F. shall be retained in 
this status for a longer period than three 
months 


Naval Militia. 

Sec. 16. That of the Organized Militia as 
provided by law such part as may be duly 
prescribed in any state, territory, or District 
of Columbia, shall constitute a Naval Milita; 
and personnel of Naval Militia whose organ- 
ization, administration and training, conforms 
to that of Fleet Naval Reserve, may be per- 
mitted to join Fleet Naval Reserve or Marine 
Cerps Reserve, in grades, ranks, or ratings 
for which they may be found qualified, in ac- 
cordance regulations governing Naval Reserve 
or Marine Corps Reserve, as prescribed by 
Secretary of Navy, and thereupon shall be 
entitled to same pay, transportation, and sub- 
sistence as is provided for corresponding 
grades, ranks, or ratings in Fleet Naval Re- 
serve or Marine Corps Reserve. 

Hereafter no Government funds, material, 
or equipment of any kind shall be made 
available to render aid or assistance to any 
part of Naval Militia of any state, territory, or 
District of Columbia, which does not form 
— of Fleet Naval Reserve or Marine Corps

The Merchant Marine Naval Reserve. 

Secs. 17-19. Officers and enlisted men of 
Merchant Marine Naval Reserve, when not or- 
dered to active duty with Navy, shall receive 
pay at rate of not more than one month’s base 
pay of their grades, ranks, of ratings annually 
for satisfactory performance of appropriate 
prescribed duties. They may upon own ap- 
plication, approved, be given same training 
duty, with pay, ete., as is provided for offi- 
cers and men of F.N.R., which pay shall be 
additional to annual pay hereinbefore pro- 
vided. They shall be transferred to Volunteer 
Naval Reserve or discharged one year after 
they have ceased to follow the sea as a pro- 
fession. 

Sec. 20. Officers of M.M.N.R. whose licenses 
have been forfeited, or suspended by compe- 
tent authority, shall then be discharged, or 
suspended without pay, until possessed of 
clear licenses. 

Sec. 21. Officers of M.M.N.R. shall be placed 
on an honorary retired list, without pay or 
allowances, at age 64. 

Sec. 22. Secretary of Navy shall prescribe 
a suitable flag or pennant which may be flown 
as emblem of M.M.N.R. on any seagoing mer- 
chant vessel documented under laws of U.S. 
of more than 2,500 gross tons registered. 
Such vessels be first designated by Secretary 
of Navy as suitable for service as naval auxil- 
iaries in time of war. The master or com- 
manding officer and not less than 25 per cent. 
of officers and 10 per cent. of crew must be 
members of one or another branch of Naval 
Reserve. Such flag or pennant shall not be 
flown in lieu of national ensign. 


The Volunteer Naval Reserve. 

Sec. 23. Officers and enlisted men of Vol- 
unteer Naval Reserve shall not be required 
to attend drills or perform training duty, and 
shall receive no pay or allowances, except 
when ordered to active duty. They may, upon 
c¢wn application, approved, be given same 
training duty as provided for officers and men 
of F.N.R., and then they shall receive pay, 
oes as provided for corresponding grades, 


Sec. 24. Officers of V.N.R. shall be placed 
on honorary retired list without pay or allow- 
ances, at age 64. 

Sec. 25. Secretary of Navy shall prescribe 


regulations for recruiting, organization, ad- 
ministration, training, etc., and shall make 
available necessary portions of fleet, equip- 


ment, and facilities of Regular Navy. 

Sec. 26. A sum of money shall hereafter 
be appropriated annually for support of Na- 
val Reserve, including all expenses pertain- 
ing to said Naval Reserve as are now or may 
hereafter be authorized by law. 


PAY FOR NAVAL RESERVE PROPOSED. 


In an address to Congress on Feb. 28 
the President proposed the appropriation 
ef all the revenues derived from port and 
lighter charges to a fund from which re- 
tainers to the extent of $3,000,000 will be 
paid officers and men enrolled in the 
United States Naval Reserve.

COMMITTEE IS URGED TO RETAIN 
TRAINING CAMP ITEM. 

In a statement prepared for the House 
sub-committee considering the military ap- 
propriations Grenville Clark, chairman of 
the executive committee of the Military 
Training Camps Association, urged the re- 
tention in full and, if possible, an increase 
AB, -. citizens’ training camp item of $2,- 
‘ ’ le 
“In urging that you do not reduce this 
small item for these training camps, which 
represents less than one per cent. of the 
total estimates, we are fully mindful of 
the necessity for economy and have care- 
fully analyzed the estimates submitted by 
the director of the budget,” he said. 

Mr. Clark pointed out that the items 
for all the reserve elements amounted to 
only about $12,000,000, or 4.2 per cent. 
The item for the citizens’ training camps, 
he said, is sufficient to train about 30.000 
young men for thirty days in camps of the 
Plattsburg type. He reminded the com- 
mitteemen that President Harding had de- 
clared himself in favor of providing for 
the training of at least 100,060 young men 
exch year in these camps. 

The men receive no pay, the cost per 
man is only about $90 and yet no adequate 
provision has been made to develop this 
form of military training, he said. 

In conclusion Mr. Clark said that from 
the point of view of economy the public 
derived great benefit from every dollar ex- 
pended and got full worth from these 
{ camps.

SOCIETY OF ARMY OF SANTIAGO DE 
CUBA. 


A doubly exclusive gathering was that 
at the Army and Navy Club, Washington, 
ou Feb. 25, assembled “to conserve the 
memory of events of the campaign which 
resulted in the surrender, on the 17th 
day of July, 1898, of the Spanish army, 
the city of Santiago de Cuba and the mili- 
tary province to which it pertained.” It 
was “doubly exclusive” in that eligibility 
to participate required that those attend- 
ing be in good standing in the Society of 
the Army of Santiago de Cuba in addi- 
tion to having served worthily in the 
campaign in Cuba between June 14 and 
July 17, 1898. It was not a party of 
Loys seated at the table. Nearly twenty- 
four years have elapsed since that historic 
period. 

The “get-together” was conceived as an 
experiment to determine whether there re- 
side in the District of Columbia enough 
members in good standing and sufficiently 
enthused to justify a call for a national 
reunion at a later date.

He was a prisoner in Libby, Bell’s 
Island and Salisbury from Aug. 19, 1864, 
to April, 1865. He served as chief com- 
missary General Crook’s campaign, against 
hostile Sioux Indians, from May to Octo- 
ber, 1876, participating in engagements at 
Rose Bud, Tongue River and Colonel 
Miles’s attack on village at Slim Buttes. 
General Bubb was given high praise for 
his bravery during Indian campaigns. 

General Bubb, while on duty in General 
Crook’s Big Horn and Yellowstone expe- 
ditions, was one of four officers with fifty 
picked men of the 3d Cavalry, who were 
ordered to reach Deadwood to obtain sup- 
plies for General Crook’s command. 

His service in the Philippines included 
the following: Commanded battalion, 4th 
Infantry, at La Loma Church, March 11 
to June 15, 1899, and on expedition to San 
Mateo, Mariquina, Antipolo, Tay Tay, 
Santa Teresa, Morong, Angona and Sau- 
talon, June 2 to 8, 1899; commanded bat- 
talion in engagement against large force 
of Insurgents on Dasmarinas road, about 
six miles south of Imus, June 19, 1899; 
commanded battalion, 4th Infantry, from 
June 30, 1899, to Aug. 6, 1899; command- 
ed regiment during expedition under Brig. 
Gen. Theodore Schwan, U.S.V., against 
insurgents in Cavite province from Oct. 7 
to 14, 1899; in action at Cavite Viejo, 
Oct. 8, 1899, and at Noveleta, same date; 
in command of separate column, Oct. 9 
and 10, 1899; in action near San Fran- 
cisco de Malabon, Oct. 10, 1899, resulting 
in capture of that place; joined 12th In- 
fantry on promotion to lieutenant colonel, 
Nov. 4, 1899, and commanding that regi- 
ment since that date; engaged in cam- 
paigning against insurgents, lst Brigade, 
2d Division, 8th Army Corps, and 3d Dis- 
trict, Department of Northern Luzon.

FUNCTIONS OF CHIEF OF MILITIA BU- 
REAU AND DEPT. AND CORPS AREA 
COMMANDERS RE TO 
NATIONAL GUARD. 


G.O. 6, JAN, 31, 1922, W.D. 


II.—Functions and duties of the Chief of 
the Militia Bureau and of departments and 
corps area commanders relative to the Na- 
tional Guard.— By direction of the President, 
G.O. 64, W.D., 1920, prescribing the 
functions and duties of the Chief of the Mili- 
tia Bureau and of department and corps area 
commanders relative to the National Guard, is 
rescinded and the following substituted there- 
for: 
1, Under the provisions of the Nationa] De- 
fense act as amen by the act of June 4, 
1920, the National Guard while in the service 
of the United States is a component of the 
Army of the United States. All policies, plans, 
regulations, and orders which are prepared as 
hereinafter directed and which affect the or- 
ganization, distribution, training, and admin- 
istration of the National Guard when not in 
the service of the United States will take into 
account the constitutional and legal status of 
the National Guard and will have for their 
objects the preparation of this force for in- 
duction into the service of the United States 
as a component of the Army of the United 
States. , 

2. The National Guard, when called or 
drafted into the service of the United States, 
is subject to the laws and regulations govern- 
ing the Regular Army so far as such laws and 





regulations are applicable to officers and en- 
listed men whose permanent retention in the 
military service is not contemplated by ex- 
isting law. The laws and regulations govern- 
ing the National Guard, while not in the ser- 
vice of the United States, are published in 
National Guard Regulations. 

3. Under the provisions of sec. 5, National 
Defense act, as amended by the act of June 
4, 1920, all policies and regulations affecting 
the organization, distribution, and training of 
the National Guard are prepared by commit- 
tees of appropriate branches or divisions of 
the War Department General Staff, to which 
are added an equal number of Reserve offi- 
cers, including Reserve officers who hold or 
have held commissions in the National Guard 
and whose names are borne on lists of officers 
suitable for such duty submitted by the gov- 
ernors of the several states and territories, 
and who while so serving are assigned as ad- 
ditional members of the General Staff. When 
such policies and regulations are approved by 
the Secretary of War they constitute the ap- 
proved policies of the War Department for 
the development of the National Guard, sub- 
ject to par. 2 hereof. In the formulation of 
such policies and regulations the views of the 
Chief of the Militia Bureau will be obtained. 

4. The Militia Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment is established by law to facilitate the 
administration and to promote the develop- 
ment of the National Guard while not in the 
service of the United States. 

5. The primary functions of the Chief of 
the Militia Bureau is the development of a 
high state of efficiency in the National Guard. 
The discharge of administrauve details by this 
officer will be limited to such matters as can- 
not be more advantageously performed by 
other constituted agencies and without ad- 
versely affecting his primary functions, and 
to such details as may involve correspondence 
between the Secretary of War and the “u- 
thorities of the several states, territories, and 
the District of Columbia. 

6. The corps areas constitute the principal 
territorial administrative units outside the 
War Department, and their primary function 
in peace and in war is the organization, train- 
ing, and mobilization of troops. The develop- 
ment of the National Guard is a most im- 
portant function of department and corps area 
commanders, who are enjoined to give this 
work their personal attention and to co-oper- 
ate with the Militia Bureau and the local au- 
thorities at all times to the end that uni- 
formity in organization and training may be 
insured. 

The functions and responsibilities of de- 
partment and corps area commanders in con- 
nection with the National Guard, while not in 
the service of the United States. are herein- 
after indicated, 

The powers essential to the discharge of 
these functions while limited by law are suf- 
ficient to enable department and corps area 
commanders to maintain the National Guard 
troops within their departments or corps areas 
in‘ a state of preparedness for induction in the 
service of the United States. Department and 
corps area commanders exercise direct com- 
mand over National Guard troops only when 
such troops have been called or drafted into 
the service of the United States and have 
been assigned to their command by competent 
authority. 

7. In order to insure the uniform develop- 
ment of the National Guard, while not in the 
service of the United States, and in order to 
provide for a more erficient administration in 
accordance with the foregoing principles. the 
following assignment of functions and duties 
to the Chief of the Militia Bureau and depart- 
ment and corps area commanders is published 
for the guidance of all concerned: 


ok The Chief of the Militia Bureau is charged 


(1) Organization and personnel.—(a) Or- 
ganization, development, and recognition of 
new units. 

(b) Procurement, recognition, promotion, 
classification, and separation of National Guard 
personnel. 

(c) Strength reports. 

(d) Recommendations as to final 
upon reports of efficiency boards. 

(e) Designation of National Guard person- 
nel for duty with the Regular Army and for 
duty at the general and special service schools. 

(f) Recommendations for the detail of offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Regular Army 
for duty with the National Guard and their 
relief therefrom. 

(2) Supply.—(a) Apportionment of funds 
among the several states, territories, and the 
District of Columbia. 

(b) Allotment among the several states, 
territories, and the District of Columbia of 
funds appropriated for field training. 

(c) Notification to department and corps 
area commanders of amounts, apportioned or 
allotted to states, territories, or the District 
of Columbia within their departments or corps 
areas. 

(d) Allotment of funds appropriated for 
the supply of the National Guard to corps 
area commanders to cover normal replacement 
requisitions for recognized units and the ini- 
tial equipment of new units. 

(e) Examination of all surveys or reports 
on United States property lost, damaged, or 
destroyed, wherein the states, territories, the 
District of Columbia, or the personnel of the 
National Guard are involved and transmittal 
of same to the Chief of Finance with recom- 
mendation as to final action. If the Chief of 
Finance does not concur in the recommenda- 
tion of the Chief of the Militia Bureau in any 
case, the papers in the case will be submitted 
to the Secretary of War for his action. 

(f) Examination of money accounts of prop- 
erty and disbursing officers and of the Militia 
Bureau and transmittal of same to the Chief 
of Finance for such administrative action as 
may be necessary. 

(3) Instruction and training—(a) Recom- 
mendation to the Chief of Staff as to the gen- 
eral plans, policies, and regulations affecting 
the instruction and training of the National 
Guard when it is not in the Federal service. 

(b) Preparation of the necessary orders 
and detailed instructions to make effective the 
approved plans, policies, and regulations, and 
promulgation of these orders and instructions 
when approved by the Secretary of War. 

(c) Preparation of manuals of instruction 
for the officers and enlisted men of the Regu- 
lar Army on duty with the National Guard

(4) Inspection.—Final and remedial action, 
based on recommendations of department or 
corps area commanders, on all reports of im 
spections made under sec. 93, National De- 
fense act, approved June 3, 1916. 

General.—Recommendations having for 
their object the increase of the efficiency of 
the National Guard. 

6) Correspondence.—The following wil} 
govern the official correspondence of the 
of the Militia Bureau with the Chief of Staff, 
the chiefs of branches of the War Department, 
the department and corps area commanders, 
and with the military authorities of the states, 
territories, and the District of Columbia: 

(a) Communications addressed to the gov- 
ernors of states or territories will be prepared 
for the signature of the Secretary of War. 
Those addressed to adjutants general of states 
territories, or the District of Columbia will 
be signed by the Chief of the Militia Bureau 
or by officers assigned as his assistants and 
authorized by him to authenticate official com- 
munications. 

(b) The Chief of the Militia Bureau is au- 
thorized to communicate directly with the 
heads of branches of the War artment, 
and with department and corps area com- 
manders, and vice versa, in reference to. all 
matters pertaining exclusively to the National 
Guard. 

(c) All proposed executive regulations hav- 
ing for their object the execution of acts of 
Congress, suggested changes in general regu- 
lations, proposed legal enactments relating to 
the National Guard and other troops main- 
tained solely by the states, including estimates 
| for appropriations for their support, and al? 
other matters requiring harmonious effi- 
cient co-operation with other branches of the 
War Department, and all matters affecting the 
general policy in regard to organization, dis- 
tribution, equipment, and training of the Na- 
tional Guard, or the status of mnel of the 
Regular Army assigned to duty therewith, 
will be submitted to the Ohief of Staff by 
indorsement or in the form of memoranda. 

(d) The Militia Bureau is the proper chan- 
nel of communication between the ar De- 
partment and the National Guard only ‘while 
the National Guard remains in state service; 
after call or draft into the Federal service, al? 
correspondence from or to the Naiional Guard 
will be sent through The Adjutant General of 
the Army. 

b. Department and corps area commanders 
are charged with— 

(1) Inspection.—(a) Recommendations for 
remedial action upon reports of annual armory 
and field inspections of National Guard within 
the department or corps area in @ manner 
similar to action’ upon similar reports of the 
Regular Army. 

(b) In addition to annual inspections by 
inspectors general, such commanders may, 
when authorized by the War Department, di- 
rect such other inspections by commanders of 
divisiong, brigades, etc., or by department or 
corps area staff officers as may be deemed 
necessary to ascertain conditions described in 
sec. 98, National Defense act, within the lim-

(b) Accomplishment of normal replacement 
requisitions of recognized units when the 
funds therefor, including transportation, have 
been allotted by the Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau.

INQUIRER asks: Will the bill just passed 
by the Senate for the retirement of disabled 
emergency officers in any way increase the 

nsion or compensation being received by the 
widow and children of an officer, who, if he had 
nop died, might have come under the provisions 
of this law? 

Answer: No. This bill, which has passed the 
Senate but not the House, extends benefits of 
retired pay only, and the officer himself must 
make the application. The text follows: 

S. 1565—That all persons who have served 
as officers of U.S. Army during World War 
other than officers of Regular Army, and who 
have incurred physical disability in line of 
duty and who have heretofore, or may here- 
after, be rated at not less than 30 per centum 
permanent disability by the Veterans’ Bureau 
shall, upon application, be retired with same 
privileges as now provided by law for officers 
of Regular Army who have been retired for 
physical disability incurred in line of duty. 

Provided, That all pay and allowances to 
which such persons or officers may be entitled 
under provisions of this law shall be paid solely 
out of the military and naval compensation ap- 
propriation fund of the Veterans’ Bureau and 
shall be in lieu of disability compensation bene- 
fits provided in act creating Veterans’ Bureau 
and amendments thereto. 

And provided further, That such officers of 
U.S. Army as shall have incurred disability 
of less than 30 per centum and more than 10 

r centum permanent disability as may have 
en, or may hereafter, be rated by Veterans’ 
Bureau, shall, on application, be retired under 
same conditions as now provided by law for 
officers of Regular Army who have incurred 
physical disability in line of duty but without 
retired pay and shall be entitled only to such 
compensation and other benefits as may now or 
hereafter be provided for by law. 

No person shall be entitled to benefits under 
provisions of this act except he make applica- 
tion as hereinbefore provided within twelve 
months after passage of this act. 

R. V. L. asks: In case a man transferred 
from the States to Alaska and paid his own 
transportation, if he later purchase his dis- 
charge, would he be required to pay the full 
Alaska purchase price, or would the cost of 
transportation be deducted? .In my case it 
would cost me $30 to buy out in the States and 
$75 in Alaska. 

Answer: There would be no deduction, as 
the War Dept. would be put to the expense of 
transporting a man to Alaska to take your 
place. 

J. R. C. asks: I served in Mindanao during 
1911 and 1912, and during that period I was 
in the field numerous times on duty incident 
to the Moro Disarmament. Is this duty con- 
sidered as “expeditions against hostile Moros, 
1910, 1911, 1912 and 1913,” as laid down in 
At of O. No. 25, Aug. 18, 1920, Subpar. 1 

Answer: Yes. 

E. O. asks: Are there any reductions to be 
made in the Finance Dept. of N.O.O.’s in the 
first three grades? If so, when? How will 
they be selected to be reduced? Will they be 
given a chance to take their discharge? 

Answer: The reductions in the first three 

grades of the N.C.O.'s are effective, according 
to Cir. 275, May 31, 1922. It is believed that 
efficiency, service record, and perhaps other 
factors may be considered in this reduction 
process. The law is silent as to whether these 
men will be given an opportunity to take their 
discharge. Congress might enact legislation to 
this effect, but nothing definite is known. at 
the present time regarding this feature. 
_ R. J. M. asks: (1) In the new Army Pay bill 
is the committee figuring on a new retirement 
clause with the active service pay? (2) In the 
case of a soldier serving on an enlistment when 
the proposed new pay goes into effect, will his 
pay be changed at that time, or not until he 
re-enlists ? 

Answer: (1) Retirement pay would be based 
on the new rates. (2) Present rates to June 
30, 1922; new rates from July 1. 

R. M. asks: Am staff sergeant since June 22, 
1920. Am to be retired about March 10, 1922. 
Will I retire on present rate or 1908 rate? 

Answer: Pay would be $63, which includes 

$13.75 commutation. 
_ J. C. T. asks: I am a retired soldier. Served 
in the U.S, in the Spanish-American War. My 
married sister and I are the only support of 
our widowed mother. Is my mother entitled to 
the Spanish-American War pension? The re- 
tired pay of an enlisted man is too small to 
support two people. 

Answer: Your mother is not the widow of 
& soldier, and therefore cannot draw widow's 
Pension. And a retired soldier cannot draw 
& pension with retired pay. 


TACTICAL QUESTIONS. 


J. A. W. asks: A funeral escort for a private, 
consisting of eight privates, commanded by a 
corporal; when marching in procession, what 
is the post of the corporal? 

Answer: In front of the center of the squad. 

R. L. S. asks: A’ claims that parade rest 
breaks the numbers, when executing the manual 
of arms by the.numbers, because it is a foot 
movement as well as a rifle movement, and that 
because the squad must be called to attention 
after the movement has been executed. The 
drill regulations say that any command or move- 
Ment other than those in the manual breaks 
the numbers, although Parade Rest is. under 
the heading “Manual of Arms.” A claims that 
it does break the numbers. B ‘claims that be- 
Cause Parade Rest is under the heading ‘‘Manual 
of Arms,” it therefore does not break the num- 
bers. Which is correct? 

Answer: B is correct. The fact that it is a 
foot movement has nothing to do with it, as 
the Drill Regulations state that, having given 
the command “By the numbers,” the movements 
8iven thereafter are executed “by the numbers” 
until the instructor cautions “without the num- 

Ts, or gives a movement not included in the 
Manual of arms. 


T. H. B. asks: What should a color sentinel, 
Rested at regimental or batta'ion headquarters, 
x, at the last note of retreat and while the 
“ational Anthem is being played? A says he 
“+e stand at the salute beside the colors 
~ facing the camp or post flag as it is being 
©wered and the National Anthem is being 
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played. B says that he should take the colors 
from the stand and furl them while the Na- 
tional Anthem is being played. 

Answer: A is correct. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


The Comptroller General holds the opinion 
that an officer continuously assigned to duty 
requiring him to participate regularly and 
frequently in aerial flights is entitled to the 
aviation increase of pay during the time nec- 
essarily spent in traveling otherwise than by 
air on a change of station, if during the cal- 
endar month in which travel is performed, or 
in the succeeding calendar month he has par- 
ticipated in the number of flights required by 
existing regulations. This view, however, says 
the Comptroller General, does not authorize 
the increased pay during unnecessary delays 
en route, or those which are charged as leave. 


A midshipman was appointed to the Naval 
Academy July 9, 1912, and resigned Feb. 
1918. He was again appointed midshipman 
on May 18, 1913, and ensign upon graduation 
March 80, 1917. The question submitted by 
this officer. was as to whether he, having been 
originally appointed prior to the act of March 
4, 1913, came completely under the prohibition 
of that act that ‘‘hereafter the service of a 
midshipman at the Naval Academy who may 
hereafter be appointed shall not be counted in 
computing length of service of an_ officer.’’ 
The Comptroller General decides that ‘‘the 
appointment contemplated in the act is an 
appointment which marks the beginning of 
service as midshipman that culminates in ap- 
pointment as a commissioned officer—an ap- 
pointment by which the appointee enters the 
naval service as an officer. In that sense this 
officer received but one appointment, the one 
on May 13, 1913, which marked the begin- 
ning of his service as midshipman that termi- 
nated..when. he was commissioned ensign on 
March 30, 1917. He is not entitled to count 
service in the Naval Academy for the period 
from July 9, 1912, to Feb. 8, 1913, in com- 
puting his longevity as an officer.’’ 


A captain of ©.A.C., Mass. N.G., was de- 
tailed to command a company of the Ist Coast 
Defense Command. At time of his detail. he 
was Coast Defense Q.M. and had been paid 
as a member of the field and staff for the 
‘*satisfactory performance’’ of his ‘‘appro- 
priate duties’’ as an officer not belonging to 
an organization. He claimed the pay of $240 
a year additional because of his command of 
a company under the detail first above re- 
ferred to. The Comptroller General points 
out that the law provides the ‘'$240 in 
addition to drill pay herein prescribed,’’ and 
that the drill pay is, according to the law, 
for captains . . . longing to organiza- 
tions. The claimant is, therefore, not erititled 
to the additional $240 a year. 
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THE STORY of COLONEL MALONE 


Colonel of the Royal Air Force at Twenty-seven.and a member of Parliament at Twenty-eight 


IEUTENANT COLONEL L’ESTRANGE MA- 
LONE is already. one of the brilliant, outstanding 
figures of English political life. At the very height 

of a distinguished military career he was selected as a 
candidate for Parliament and put in office by a decisive 
majority. Of his own free will, and without solicitation 
of any kind, Colonel Malone addressed the following let- 
ter te the London office of the Pelmanm Institute, and 
later gave permission for its public use:
